ai. Rulings relating to prohibitions in the Smith-Lever Act. 


Section 5 of the Act cotains the following express prohibitions: 


54-SRS. 


"no portion of said moneys shall be applied, directly or in- 
directly, to the purchase, erection, preservation, or repair of 
any building or buildings, or the purchase or rental of land, 
or in college-course teaching, lectures in colleges, promoting 
agricultural trains, or any other purpose not specified in this 
act, and not more than five per centum of each annual appropria-~ 
tion shall be applied to the printing and distribution of publi- 
cations ," 
Conferences of Extension Workers. 

Expenses incurred in attending conferences of exten= 
sion employees within the State to receive information to be used 
in extension work may be paid fram Smith-Lever funds when the 
employee has received authority from the extension director to 
attend the conference. 

Salaries or expenses of extension agents while taking 
courses of instruction in schools or colleges must not be paid from 


Smith-Lever funds, 


Smith-Lever funds cannot be used for salaries or expenses 


of lecturers at college courses of instruction, such as short courses 
held at the colleges. 
gash Fees, Association of Land-Grant Colleges. 
"Barth teaver funds must not be used to pay a fee to the Asso- 


ciation of Land-Grant Colleges.

Pah Expenses of Club or Farm Bureau ‘Members. 
end hn eves funds must not be used for eee subsistence, 
tuition or. other expenses of members. of boys!. and girls' clubs, farm 
bureaus, Or other organizati ane oe individuals in attending 

courses of instruction in schools or colleges be making tours 
of observation or for purchasing live-stock ae other ee As 
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Exhibits at Fairs. 

Exhibits prepared for fairs and paid for from Smith-Lever funds 
mast be confined to those illustrating definite phases of extension 
work. Exhibits showing in a general way the equipment and work of 
the college or experiment station mast not be paid for from Smith- 
Lever funds. These funds must not be used to relieve fair asso-~ 
ciations of expense for buildings, ,installation, labor, judging of 
exhibits, admission fees, etc., which they would otherwise bear, 
or to pay for exhibits of sepicn thane or other products or re- 
sources of communities, counties or States. In general, Smith-Lever 
funds shoulé be sparingly used for exhidit purposes. 

Expenses of Caring for Animals Belong to Club Members. 

Smith-Lever funds must not be used for feeding and caring for 
animals belonging to club members, even when such animals are used 
as exhibits at fairs. 

Musical Entertainment. 

Smith-Lever funds must not be used to pay the expenses of 

masical entertainments given in connection with demonstrations, 


meetings or extension schools. 


Prizes, Uniforms, Badges, Penmmants, etc. 


Smith-Lever funds must not be used for the purchase of uniforms, 
prizes, badges, penaetks or other insignia used in connection with 
extension work or for travel in connection with the purchase of such 
things. 


Purchase of Seeds, Fertilizers, etc. 


Smith-Lever funds must not be used for the purchase of seeds, 


fertilizers or other materials for distrioution to farmers or

others or for use in field domoustrations except when it can be clearly 

shown that provision for such demonstrations covld not be made in 

any other way and that the importance of the denonstration outweighs 

the obvious disadvantage of such a practice as affecting the principle 

of self-help which demonstration work should always inculcate. 
Publications prepared, printed, ‘and distributed with Smith- 

Lever funds must be confined exclusively to those containing "use= 

ful and practical information”: on subjects relating to agriculture 

and home economics, prepared in fom euiteete for use in extension 

work and certified to vy the extension director ‘as in "furtherauce 

of the purpose" of the Smith-Lever Act. ener rts (er super imanie 

or publications intended for use in schools should not. be paid 

for from Smith-Lever funds. 


Collega | Avnouncements .

Smith-Lever funds must not be used to print or distribute 
announcements of short or long courses offered by the colleges, 
pregrams of college meetings or other college annéuncenents. 

Reports of Proceedings of Organizations. 

Smith-Lever funds must not be used to print or distribute 
reports of proceedings. of farm bureaus, geaketis of agriculture, 
or other organizations, even though the subject-matter of these pro- 
ceedings relates wholly to agriculture or home economics. — 

Circulating Libraries 

Smith-Lever funds, mst not be used for the purchase, care or 
distribution of books which are to be circulated in farming or 
other communities, 
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Expenses of Farm Bureau. Officials. 

Snith-tever funds must not be used to pay salaries, travel 
or other expenses of officials of farm bureaus oF other s*milar 
organizations incurred in connection with extension works, because 
such officials are not extension employees. 

(Section 3) 

Tunds from any source used by any State as offset to Federal 
Smith-Lever funds must be used under projects approved by the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture for the same puzpofes and accomted for in the 
same way as yelde val Smi.th-Lever funds. 

Resexve unis. 

Smith-Lever funds budgeted as "reserves" or not allotted to 
any approved project must not be expended for any purpose until 
the Department has approved their use for particular projects. 

Rent, Heat, Tight, Fower and Janitor Services. 

Smith-Lever funds must not be used for rent of college buildings. 
Charges for heat, light, power, and janitor services made against 
Smnitn-Lever funds mist be based on the actual service rendered to the 
extension Division of the College. 

Interest_and Sales Funds. 

Interest on Smith-Lever funds and money accruing from the 
sale of property acquired by the colleges as the result of expendi- 
tures of Smith-Lever funds should in equity be used for extension 


work of the type required under the provisions of the Smith-Lever Act. 
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Salaries of Dears and Hetds ‘or Derartmenis.

College officers must not veceive any portion of their salary 


from Smith-Lever: founds unless they regularly perform duties psrtaining 


to exte 


nsion work under approved project agreements or plans 


of work setting forth the nature and extent of these duties 


and the 


portion of their salaries which is to be paid for their 


performance. 


Qut of State Travel of Extension Emoloyees. 


_Smith-Lever funds may be used for expenses outside the State: 


(1) In traveling to conferences called jointly by the States 


‘Relations Service and the Committee on Extension Organization 


and Policy of the Association of Tiendsieant Colleges. 
(<¢) In traveling to conference with officials of the 
States Relations Service. 

(3) In bringing into the State persons to specifically 


advise extension workers in conference on approved projects. 


C4) When necessary in bringing in persons whose employment 


. is under consideration or in visiting such persons up toa 


‘Teasonable expense, — 


(5) “No ofher expenses for travel outside the. State may be 
charged to Smith-Lever,funds except those which will further 
in some definite way the work of a regularly approved project. 


(6) Travel outside the State for commercial purposes such as 


. the purchase. of live stock, seeds, etc., for individuals or 
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groups of individuals should be borne by those directly bene= 


fitted and not charged.against Smith Lever Funds... 
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Agencies to handie contributims from outsids sources. 
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Ths following item regarding contributions of public and 
private agencies to enterprises involving cocreration with the 
Department of Agriculture, contained in the Agricultural Appro~ 
priation Act of 1919, applies to all funds used for cooperative 
extension WOT; 


"Phat hereafter in carrying on the activities of the De- 
partment of Agriculture involving cooperation with State, 
county and municipal agencies, associations of farmers, 
individual farmers, universities, colleges, boards of trade, 
chambers of commerce, or other local associations of business 
men, business organizations, and individuals within the 
State, Territory, district or insular possession in which such 
activities are to be carried on, moneys contributed from such 
outside sources, except in the case of the authorized activi- 
ties of the Forest Service, shall be paid only through the 
secretary of Agriculture or through State, county or municipal 
agencies, or iocal farm bureaus or like organizations, cooperat- 
ing for the purpose with the Secretary of sObta abe tae

Farmers! Institutes, 

The Department will not agree to the use of Smith-Lever funds 
for Farrers! Institutes mless they are planned and conducted in 
accordance with the terms of approved projects for this purpose. 

Correspondence Courses. 
The Department will not agree to the use of Smith-Lever funds 


for correspondence courses. 


The Department will not agree to expenditures from Smitn-Lever 
funds for permanent equipment, such as desks, typewriters, etc., for 
use in county offices, owing to the difficulty of keeping track of 


such property and settling questions of ownership. 
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
